(Excerpts] From the formation of Marxist philosophy to the present, more than 
100 years have elapsed. During these 100-odd years,the world situation has 
undergone tremendous changes. Science and technology have taken great strides 
forward in their development, and man's practice and perception have entered 
into considerable depths in many fields. Under such circumstances, is Marxist 
philosophy still effective, still a universal truta that is applicable every- 
where, still the powerful weapon with which the proletariat understands and 
changes the world, and should we continue to uphold it and take it as the basic 
guide te our practice? This is an important question of principle facing us 
that awaits an urgent answer. 


In order to answer this question, we must first of all make clear the charac- 
teristics of this Marxist philosophy, and philosophy in general. Philosophy is 
the study of the most general laws of nature, society, and our thinking; it is 

a theoretical system concerning our world view. Distinct from sciences such 

as physics, chemistry, biology, and history, philosophy is not the crystalliza- 
tion of a certain concrete knowledge, but a generalization and summation of our 
natural knowledge and social knowledge. The history of philosophy is the devel- 
opmental history of man's knowledge. In the history of man's perception, how 

to understand the surroundings of human life (i.e., the objective world) and 

the relacionship between man's ideas and the environment in which he lives are 
fundamental questions, and the philosophical generalization of those questions 
has to do with determining which is primary and which is secondary: matter, or 
spirit; existence, or our thoughts. Of course, the questions philosophy answers 
are not limited to these alone. There are others, such as whether the material 
world is moving or is static; if it is moving, whether or not there are any laws 
(of movement], and, if so, what those laws of movement are; whether our ideas 
are liable to change and develop, or are fixed once and for all; if they change 
and develop, whether or not there are any relevant laws, and, if so, what those 
laws are; in addition, how man's essence should be understood, and whether there 
are any laws for social evolution to follow: all of these are questions which 
philosophy should answer. In a word, the questions philosophy must answer are 
the broadest, the most abstract, and the most general questions; they are what

we usuall all questions regarding our world view. The difference between 
onilosoy and concrete sciences lies in the fact that [philosophy] does not 
supply answers as solutions to our questions concerning concrete knowledge, 
but only the standpoint, viewpoint, and methods for solving those questions. 
‘arxist philosop as a philosophy also has something in common with all other 
pniiosophies. It also is a study of the most general laws of nature, society, 
and Our thinking; it is also a theoretical system concerning our world view. 
but Marxist philosophy is also different from all other philosophies. It is

a scientific system concerning our world view. In the case of philosophies 
ther than Marxist philosophy, even if their generalization of the most general 
.aws of nature, society, and our thinking may prove to be correct in individual 
uestions, it often proves incorrect as a whole. This is so not only with 
ideaiistic philosophies, but even with mater rialistic philosophies. Take the 
ld materialist philosophy for example: while it provided a correct answer to 
the question as to whether matter fetevnd nes Our awareness or vice versa; it 
somenow regarded the objective material world as not being in a process of 
movement, change, and development, but static; this resulted in a metaphysical 
error. snd in its interpretation of historical phenomena, the old materialist 
ilosopt always got bogged down in the mudpit of an idealist view of history 
anc «could not extract itself. Marxist philosophy is free of such faults. 
« founders of Marxism--Marx and Engels--generalized the positive achieve- 
ments in tne history of man's perception. They especially summed up the major 
cien titic discoveries of the 19th century and summed up the experiences of 
r lutionary struggle ont part of the proletariat, linked materialism with 
ial ics, and thereby establisned dialectical materialism. They also carried 
tical materialism through to the end in the realm of history, and there- 
tablished tistorical materialism. Dialectical materialism and historical 
-erialism--namely, Marxis* philosophy--thus succeeded in overcoming both the 
shortcomings of idealism and the shorteoninee of the old materialism; their 
Mergence was a great revolution in philosophy. From then on, philosophy as

& each and every detail in Marxist philosophy, thereby resorting to some- 
thing like claiming “every word to be truth,"' or something like the “two wh 
evers.'' That kind of dogmatic, literal attitude not only fails to adhere t 
Marxist philosophy but, on the contrary, violates Marxist philosophy and it 
spirit of revolutionary criticism, thereby reducing it to a kind of religic 
teaching. The harm brought about by the dogmatic, literal attitude of deal 
with Marxism has been too severe; it has affected the normal development of 
socialist cause and at the same time has ruined the reputation of Marxism. 
cannot be denied that this has something to do with the fact that many peop 
coubt whether Marxism is still effective. Therefore we must support Marxis 
philosophy, but we must also distinguish such support from dogmatism and 
literalisn. 
since Marxist philosophy is perfectly correct and a universal truth that is 
applicable everywhere, then has it reached the limits of man's knowledge? 
it exhausted all truths and hence needs no further development? Of course 
not. Marxist philosophy has not, nor could it have, exhausted all truths; 

as only opened up a broad avenue along which man can further perceive trut 
Marxism does not recognize any eternally unchanging truth but considers tru 
to be a process. This is also entirely applicable to Marxism itself, inclu 
ing its philosophy. Consequently, an urgent task before us is how to enric 
and develop Marxist philosophy on the basis of man's new experience in prac 
tice, on the basis of new achievements in our natural knowledge and social 
x«nowledge, so as to keep Marxist philosophy in thriving exuberance and in 
perpetual revolutionary youth. 
At present, many problems require our study, and once results are acnieved 
such study they will most surely promote the development of Marxist philoso 
phy. For instance, further generalization of the laws of development of a 
socialist society is one such important aspect.

When unjust, 
false, and erroneous cases do not relate to oneself, one may be able generally 
to take the initiative in instituting rectification and find it easy to follow 
the practice of seeking truth from facts. But when such cases are perpetrated 
by oneself, relate to oneself, or have oneself as the "opposite party,‘ then 
one finds it hard to seek truth from facts and tends often to proceed from 
personal feelings, to find faults with others, to leave things undone, and to 
substitute subjective desires for objective reality. A third obstacle is 
nandling things by taking one's cue from others. When the facts of some cases 
ire clarified and obviously should be rectified, some individual leader may 
nave attached written instructions to express disagreement; hence the persons 
in charge dare no longer speak up with forthrightness or explicate problems in 
the manner of seeking truth from facts. As a result, taking care of one's

Activity Gets Off to a Good Start"] 
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._Text] The first “nationwide civil courtesy month" activity was kicked off by 
the people throughout the country on 1 March. The same activity is also being 
carried out by people in urban and rural parts of Jiangsu Province. We must 
get this activity off to a good start, carry it forward regularly, and conclude 
it with remarkable results until it becomes a part of our habits and customs. 


The major objective of this actiivty is to solve problems caused by "unsanitary 
nabits," "disorder," and “poor performance." This activity should be widely 
publicized and effectively carried out so that everyone will consider it ne- 
cessary to emphasize sanitation, order, and civilcourtesy. How can this be 
acnieved? Ideological education should be successfully conducted as the key 
link in this activity. Certain specific requirements should be set and certain 
specific measures adopted for the activity, so as to proceed first with those 
easy things that everyone can and should do. It is also very important to have 
the work well organized. Otherwise, we will find it difficult to produce any 
solid results from this campaign. But we should not just confine ourselves to 
the implementation of specific measures. Beyond that, we should consider it 
necessary to combine the activity with ideological education from beginning to 
end. The reason is that civil courtesy month activity cannot be treated as 
ordinary business activity but [must be considered] a significant step in the 
direction of building a spiritual civilization, an integral part of our party's 
political tasks or political activity that is closed associated with everyone. 
it ideological education were ignored, it would not be possible for the people 
to become consciously involved in this activity and to popularize it. In the 


end, our political task would remain unfinished. As long ago as the anti- 
Japanese war, Comrade Mao Zedong said: "Ideological education is the key link 
to be grasped in uniting the entire party for great political struggles. Un-

CONTROL OF POPULATION IN RURAL AREAS DISCUSSED

[Text] Our country is one in which the rural population makes up the majority; 
the real meaning of controlling population growth in our country is control of 
the rural population. 


Since the early seventies, the population control work in our country has 
achieved major accomplishments. Within the brief span of just over 10 years, 
the amount of net increase in population has fallen from 25 million to 11 
million people per annum. The natural growth rate of the population has 
decreased from 29.95 percent in 1970 to 12 percent in 1980. However, at 
present, the entire set of leadership methods, work methods, administrative 
Management systems and even the various concrete policies and regulations 
still existing in rural population control work in our country are all 

formed on the basis of the past centralized production, centralized management, 
centralized labor and centralized distribution as practiced in rural 
collective economies. In recent years, due to promotion of diversified 
production responsibility systems in the villages, previously existing 
methods in rural population control work have already become impossible to 
adapt to the new circumstances. Because of this, study and resolution of the 
new problems which have appeared has become an urgent task. 


New Problems in the Control of Rural Population Brought About by the New 
Circumstances 


Since the Third Plenary Session, in keeping with the readjustment of rural 
economic policies, there has been vigorous, widespread promotion of the 
diversified production responsibility system of linking planned output with 
remuneration in the rural people's commune economies.

Based on preliminary statistics, more than 460 couples 
were newly married in the first half of 1981, more than double the number of

frer the production responsiblity system of linking planned output with 
remuneration was implemented, as the collective income of the production teams 
was small and their distribution authority limited, it was difficult to

3. In areas where the family has already become the production unit, the 
ommand, management and distribution functions of agricultural output of the 
first-level production team organizations have been weakened, and the functions 
of specialized organizations for grassroots-level administration of family 
planning, such as small groups of women of child-bearing age and older women 
team leaders, have also been greatly affected, to the extent that team cadres 
annot accurately deal with the situation of pregnancies among the women of 
child-bearing age of their own teams. Therefore, administrative management 

s of grassroots-level family planning work must be improved. 

4. In areas of long-term underdevelopment where large-scale work contracts 
have been implemented, the economic power of the collectives is comparatively 
weak. In attending to the tasks of the “five guarantee households" such as 
grinding rice and milling flour, fetching water and cutting firewood, taking 
the ill to see a doctor, repairing houses and cooking meals, due to the 
collective lacking power to assign work, the tasks are difficult to complete. 
Many of the "five guarantee households” are having a rough time of it. 

This reality has greatly increased the people's anticipation of problems and 
has caused those households having daughters but no sons a lot more worry. 

This has increased the difficulties in the work of promoting the concept of 

one child per couple. 


The new conditions and new problems which have appeared in rural population 
control work as indicated above clearly reveal that the original set of 
idministrative management systems must make corresponding changes based on 

the already changed rural circumstances. Otherwise, there will most certainly 
be yreat increase in the rural population. In the long run, this situation 
will be very disadvantageous not only to the development of agriculture but 
also to the development of the whole national economy. If every level of 
leadership will emphasize thorough investigation and study, these problems 
will not be difficult to solve. 


Preliminary Studies To Resolve the New Problems 
mily planning work aimed at controlling population growth has a history of 


more than 10 years in our country. Through actual practice, every part of the 
entire country has accumulated rich experience. Aside from technical factors, 


we think we can draw the following three basic conclusions in summation: 
First, 2 consistent and patiently detailed ideological, political and 

ional effort must be launched under the guidance of all levels of the 
party and government. Actual practice proves that this is not only a successful 
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application of cur party's past 10 years of revolutionary experience in family 
planning work, but is also consonant with the requirements of implementing 
tamily planning under the conditions of socialism. Putting family planning 
ffect is an undertaking of a mass nature involving thousands of families 
and tens of thousands of households. It is also a profound transformation, 
changing social habits and customs and altering child-bearing practices and 
family systems formed by the people over several thousand years. Without 
consistent, patiently detailed ideological, political and educational work, it 
simply cannot be done. This is the chief condition for successful completion 
ily planning work. Second, stringent administrative management measures 
and mass organization work must be initated. Experience tells us that if we 
are to cause several hundred million people and masses to act in unison 
according to the country's central plan, there can be no departure from tough 
administrative management and organizational work. The nation and the 
government must, under the premise of "concentrating on two kinds of 
production," successfuliy formulate and promote a population development plan; 
promu.igate and put into effect general and specific policies of planned 
parenthood; mobilize and organize social forces from every sector to 
vigorously support and coordinate development of family planning work; and 
estab ish and strengthen the daily administrative structure and cadre ranks 


of the administracive management of family planning work.

are the stipulations which will guarantee smooth launching of family 
planning work. Third, economic measures of rewards and penalties must be 
implemented. As people's primary concern is economic interests, if we are to 
nake people consciously cultivate new customs and good social practices based 
national centralized child-bearing plan, we must make people realize 
that the planned growth of the population is in their own individual economic 


interest. We should make it clear and definite that the aim of economic 
rewards and penalties is to lead people to consciously implement family 
planning, so that, generally speaking, we should put into effect a policy 
wilch takes rewards as the dominant theme and penalties or restrictions as 
supplemental. This is an important technique in making a success of family 
planning work. 
in resolving the new problems which have arisen in the present national rural 
nulation control work, we cannot depart from the three fundamental aspects 
itlined above. However, in the areas of leadership methods, work methods, 


.dr.inistrative management systems and every type of concrete policy and 

procedure, we should make appropriate changes to adapt to the new 
ircumstances. Now, based on our investigation of a portion of the rural 
ireas of Henan Province, we put forward the following recommendations: 


we should truly strengthen the leadership of all party and government 
eye lo as regards family planning work and improve leaiership methods. 
wnenever conditions change drastically and new problems much in need of 
resolution appear, we should strengthen the leadership and improve leadership 
ethodology. We certainly cannot just issue general slogans or maintain a 
tate where we vive a bit of intermittent concerm. To start with, all levels 
party and government leadership organizations and leading cadres below 


ne county level should genuinely overcome the tendency to stress agricultural 
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production alone while overlooking the handling of population control, and 
truly succeed in “concentrating on two kinds of production." In the past, 
agricultural output depended primarily on administrative management, with the 
year's production absorbing the important energy and time of the party and 
government cadres on the subcountry level. In the majority of the villages, 
family planning work was stalled in a passive state of stop and go. After 
establishment of the agricultural responsibility system, on the one hand, due 
to the greatly increased enthusiasm of the peasants for the development of 
agricultural output, village leaders on all levels could draw upon even more 
energy and time to handle population production; on the other hand, new 
circumstances and contradictions have currently arisen in the work of "two 
xinds of production" and in concrete policies, forcing upon us the necessity 
to make overall arrangements for the mission of "two kinds of production" to 
:void mutual contradictions in policy between the two. Truly bringing about 
simultaneous formulation on the "two kinds of production" work, and 
Simultaneous checking and acceptance of the “two kinds of preduction" results 
wil. lead rural family planning work to become systematized and a regular 
practice. After that, we should give special attention to political, 

logical and educational work. We should repeatedly clarify the dialectical 
ationship between the "two kinds of production" to the people and teach 
ne peasants to correctly handle the relationships between their short-term 
ng-term interests and between their individual interests and the overall 
sts of the nation. 
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~. We should quickly establish the closely integrated "two kinds of production’ 
responsibility system. In view of the actual experiences of the various 
areas of rural Henan during the past 2 yeais, in order to bring new strength 
to the administrative management of rural family planning under the new 
conditions, strengthen the economic reward and penalty system of family 
planning, and minimize the contradictions between the cadres and the masses, 
it is necessary to establish a responsibility system for population 
production along with the establishment of the rural production responsibility 
System. These "two kinds of production" responsibility systems must be 
closely integrated and formed into one entity. Just as each year's 
azricultural output and diversified economic development plans and targets are 
contracted to various communes, brigades and production teams, so should 
responsibility for the development plans and targets of each year's population 
zrowth also first be assigned to the various levels of the commune organizations 
and cadres. It should be clearly stipulated that subsidies given to the two 
levels of production brigade and production team cadres are for the 

ompletion of the mission of "two kinds of production." Those who complete 


the mission well should receive praise and rewards; those who fail to complete 
the mission should receive criticism and deductions. And secondarily, the 
mission of "two kinds of production" should be contracted to each household 


commune member at the same time; the missions of the "two kinds of 

production" must both be completed. Those who run counter to family planning 
having too many offspring should, in accordance with regulations, 

voluntarily submit a fee for having too many children at the same time as 


they turn in their agricultural production assignments. In implementing the 
“two kinds of production” responsibility system, whether it be the cadres or 
the commune members and masses, all should sign an official contract with 


clear-cut aims and explicit rewards and penalties, and make good their 
commitments based on contractual terms with supervision by successive levels. 
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In a word, we snould, through this form of responsibility system, make the 
rural cadres and masses both understand that successful completion of the "two 
kinds of production" plan is a dutv and obligation which they cannot shirk, 
s well as a matter which is intimately linked to their own economic and 
political interests. Counties such as Guangshan and Dengfeng in Henan have 
lready obtained comparatively good results by applying these methceds: a rapid 
increase in agricultural output and a decline in the birth rate of the 
ation. Practice has proven that close integration of the "two kinds of 
roduction" responsibility system is a good method to put into effect the 
general policies of "concentrating on two kinds of production" at the 
rassroots level and among the masses, and is worthy of vigorous promotion. 
3. Circumstances necessitate promulgation of a national population development 
law. In the past, when the authority for production, labor and distribution 
in the villages was primarily in the collective hands of the various levels 
of the people's communes, while there was no basic overriding law on national 
population growth, as long as there were temporary provis ons for certain 
DOlicies of provincial and county level zgovernments as well as communes and 
Drigades, all levels of collective economic organizations could manage 
comparatively smooth implementation of the policies. However, under the 
present new circumstances, particularly in areas where large-scale work 
contracts for agricultural output are being put into practice and the 
initiating authority for agricultural output, labor and distribution lies 
Drimarily in the hands of the vast number of rural peasants, sole reliance on 
a tew ‘temporary provisions." of provinces, counties, brigades and communes 
no longer fullv serves the purpose. Moreover, due to lack of a national 
official law as a basis, rural grassroots-level cadres invariably live in 
1Sstant fear when implementing concrete population policies. This fear-of- 
shange mentality has greatlv influenced their resolve to successfully carry 
»ut family planning work. As the vast number of peasants see that no laws 
are promulgated on population growth, they look upon the policies and 
provisions of the local government and grassroots organizations as “local 
policies," and whenever contradictions arise between their individual 
interests and the administrative provisions, they are unwilling to genuinely 
implement them. We all hove that a national population development law will 
soon be promulgated. 


- In areas where contracts assigned to households and large-scale work 
Oontracts are being put into effect, when assigning contracts or adjusting 
responsibility plots, we cannot simply apportion the contracts based on the 
average number of people’ we must seriously implement family planning reward 

and penalty policies and treat each case individually in order to benefit 

the promotion of family planning work. At the same time, each business 

accounting unit should set aside a small amount of reserve land to encourage 
suples who respond to the national slogan of wanting only one child 

throughout life and guarantee them the enjoyment of a home site, private 

plots and responsibilitv fields that two children would bring. Otherwise, 

the widespread promotion work directed at every couple having only one chiid 

will be difficult to extend to the countrvside. Before other even more 

preferential treatment methods can be determined, we definitely cannot overlook 


these points. 
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>. Work methods must be improved and specialized ranks established. After the 
changes in agricultural administrative management, there widespread weaknesses 
have appeared in the first-level organizations of production teams. This has 
been very disadvantageous for the successful completion of family work. 

At present, in many areas the production brigades deal directly with each 
household themselves. This not only greatly increases the workload of the 
production brigade first-level organizations, but, because the administrative 
management scope is so broad and the personnel so numerous, especially in 
brizades organized by several natural villages, the brigades have found it 
women and of births in the entire brigade. It appears that, in the current 
situation where first-level organizations of production teams have lost 
centralized command of production and centralized organizational distribution, 
it they wanted to immediately regain their former job functions, it would be 
jitticult. The only practical method is to further strengthen the functions 
the two levels of commune brigades: one method is to suitably increase the 
power and remuneration of the special cadres in family planning work; another 
method is to establish a set of scientific work methods in order to elevate 
ork efficiency. In situations where conditions permit, commune first-level 
Organizations should have a squad (three to five people would do) specializing 
in family planning techniques and intelligence, and we shouid strengthen the 
surveillance activities of these squads. In order to reduce the feelings 

of antagonism between the masses and the small-family planning squads, we 
should make these small groups tie in family planning work with the women's 

and children's health care work, and, with the peasants first realizing the 
advantages brough to them by these small squads, they can more quickly 

become aware of changes in childbirth situations and undertake timely 

adoption of corresponding birth control measures. 

6. The "five guarantee" work for childless old people must be successfully 
carried out. This is something that should be done well in a socialist 
System and is an important factor in accelerating the promotion of planned 
parenthood and in universal promotion of each couple having just one child. 
we definitely cannot, because of changes in the forms of agricultural 
production, allow the elderly to lose the support of the "five guarantees.' 
At present, the primary difficulty in realizing support for them in old age 
lies in the problem of providing for their daily needs. Recently, all areas 
have been adopting measures to resolve these problems. In some places 
brigades or communes are assuming responsibility themselves, and, with the 
support of the production brigades, are concentrating their efforts to 
successfully run "old people's centers," allowing the "five guarantee" 
elderiv to enjov collective housing and meals and live a collective life 
with special personnel to assist them. In other places, employing more 
ivorable terms, the work of caring for the housing and good needs of the 
five guarantee" elderly is being contracted to their close relatives and 
neighbors, or they are being allowed to find support from relatives and 
friends on their own. In still other areas, production brigades are ailowed 


to provide remuneration in assigning special personnel to carry out the tasks. 
All of these methods are viable. 
We are of the opinion that changes in the form of rural agricultural 
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management have indeed brought about some new conditions and new problems. 
neva . 


However, if we -an adapt to the changes in form, alter some of our 

leadership and work methods and formulate correct and workable concrete 

policy measures, the problems can be resolved and the difficulties overcome. 
The future prospects for rural population control remain bright. August, 1981.

CHANCFS OF PLAYING "RUSSIAN CARD’ OVER TAIWAN ISSUE WEIGHED

[Text] With regard to the question of U.S. arms sales, the crisis in Sino- 
U.S. relations was not averted by Assistant Secretary of State Holdridge's 
trip of Beijing for discussions. On the contrary, during this period, the 
diplomatic moves by China and the United States deepened their differences. 
At the beginning of February, when Zhong Xidong, Chinese vice minister of 
foreign affairs, met with the head of REUTERS, he pointed out that it is 
“certainly on exaggeration" to say that Sino-U.S. relations "are at a 
crisis point." During the same period of time, in an interview granted 

to the NEW YORK TIMES, U.S. Secretary of State Haig also admitted that 
Sino-U.S. differences were very serious, and indicated that the two 
countries were engaging in "extremely sensitive discussions" with regard 

to the arms sale question. 


Because of the effects of the Polish situation, the Reagan government 
called on various countries to impose international sanctions on the 
Polish military government, and originally decided to put the matter of 
selling advanced weapons to Taiwan on the backburner. In order to seek 
China's support for America's anti-Soviet strategy, Reagan sent Holdridge 
to China to explain that America would temporarily not escalate its arms 
sales, and hoped that each country could reach a formulation acceptable 
to both sides--a formulation like that separately announced to press 
conferences by Hua Guofeng and Carter at the time of the establishment of 
Sino-U.S. relations, viz, that America could continue to sell ordinary 
weapons to Taiwan. 


Obviously, this was wishful thinking on the part of the Reagan government 
and China would not necessarily accept this formulation. However, this 
wishful thinking failed to achieve even initial success. The reason was 
that the rough plan of the Reagan government had been leaked out and the 
U.S. press had been the first to report it. Subsequently, because of the 
influence of the Taiwan lobby, America had to tell Taiwan, on the day 

(10 January) Holdridge went to China, that it would only provide Taiwan with 
F5E fighter planes (and not the advanced Fl6 fighter planes). On 1l 
January, the U.S. State Department also had to unilaterally announce this.

Naturally, this action by America caused Beijing to fly into a rage. As 
commentators in Beijing pointed out, it was “extremely deceitful" for 
America to unilaterally announce what types of weapons it would supply to 
Taiwan without discussing with the Chinese Government this question which 
involves China's sovereignty. During the 3 days Holdridge was in Beijing, 
the two sides did not come up with any method of solving the problem and 
could only agree to cantinue the negotiations in Washington or Beijing 
through diplomatic channels. According to signs and news after the event, 
with regard to the Polish question, China indicated that it does not intend 
to duscuss with America problems concerning third countries; in fact, this 
was equivalent to refusing to take sanctions against the Polish military 
government. As for the arms sale question, China was not satisfied with 
America's promise not to escalate the arms sales; China hoped that America 
would agree to stop the sales of arms to Taiwan within a time limit, e.g., 
5 years, after which no more arms would be sold to Taiwan. From Beijing 
Holdridge asked Washington for instructions, and the Reagan government 
ordered him not to make any promises on this matter. Since the condition 
proposed in exchange by each side had been rejected by the other side, 

the negotiations naturally reached a deadlock. 


After Holdridge returned to Washington, several events occurred that gave 
sufficient reason for America to feel anxiety about Sino-U.S. relations. 
First, China announced that it was increasing its volume of trade with 
Poland by 30 percent. This not only replied to the Reagan government's 
call for sanctions against Poland, but also clearly indicated China's 
Support for maintaining a Polish Government led by the Communist Party. 
This dealt a blow to America's idea for even closer international ties 
with China. Second, Chinese newspapers reported that Tikhvinskiy, 

first vice president of the USSR-PRC Friendship Society, had visited 
Beijing for half a month. In 1949, Tikhvinskiy was the Soviet consul 
general in Beijing, and in 1969, he was a representative at the Soviet- 
Chinese border talks. Obviously, he visited Beijing on a mission to 
promote an improvement in Soviet-Chinese relations. Third, on 24 

January, when paying an official call on a Spring Festival group, 

i Xiannian, without naming the country, warned America: "We firmly do not, 
and never will, allow anyone to violate our country's sovereignty or 
interfere in its reunification." Afterward, other articles in the Chinese 
‘communist press more clearly pointed out that this statement was aimed 

at America's sale of weapons to Taiwan. 


With regard to the question of America's sale of arms, China not only 
was not content that America not escalate its arms sales but also it put 
pressure on Taiwan with regard to the question of reunification. As 
everybody knows, in recent years the Chinese Communists’ calls on Taiwan 
for peace talks and for movement toward reunification have been pushed 
firmly, but with almost no results whatsoever. Under these conditions, 
the Chinese Communists probably think that the main reason for the lack 
of results is that Taiwan has America as a backer. If Taiwan's source 

f arms supply (including its supply source for replacement parts) is 
stopped, there will be some possibility of Taiwan's accepting Beijing's 
call for reunification. 





Conversely, the diplomatic goal of Beijing's call to Taiwan for 
reunification is also to stop America's arms sales to Taiwan. On 31 
December 1981, RENMIN RIBAO published a commentator's article that said: 
"The Chinese Government has many times declared that we are doing all we 
can to resolve the Taiwan question in a peaceful way... Precisely because 
the Chinese Government has made a series of efforts, a new situation has 
appeared with regard to the resolution of the Taiwan question. Objectively, 
this has created the most advantageous conditions for America's stopping 
its sales of arms to Taiwan and not again interfering in China's internal 
affairs, and for eliminating the obstacles threatening relations between 
the two countries." This passage in reality proves that Ye Jianying's 
“nine-point-plan" put forward last year was to a very large degree 
Cirected toward the Americans. Its meaning was: Look, we have already 
indicated to Taiwan our great sincerity for peace, so why does America 
still want to sell weapons to Taiwan? What, in the final analysis, is 

the good of supplying Taiwan with arms? 


In the triangular relationship between China, America, and the Soviet 
Union, over the past 10 years China hss firmly opposed the Soviet Union 
and striven hard to improve its relations with America; recently there 
have been indications that, with the serious differences with America 
that have appeared, China is instead slightly improving its relations 
with the Soviet Union. In the end, will China play the “Russian card," 
and does there really exist within the CCP a pro-Soviet force, which, 
just as Egypt seized on the mistakes of the pro-West faction, will be 
able to seize the opportunity to suddenly play this card? This is a 
question to which America and the Western countries are paying the utmost 
attention. 
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
